Through the advertising columns of 
The Gettysburg Times Mr. Rice has 
extended a public invitation to per­ 
sons to visit his orchards which have 
been described by imaginative people 
as “veritable flower gardens.” 
Mr. 
Rice’s advertisement is said to have 
been unique in local newspaper his- 
tory. 
Invites Public 
“I would like to have everybody see 
my orchards,” Mr. Rice said today. 
“The sight of the trees in full bloom 
and the delicate odor which permeates 
the countryside are things people will 
never forget. 
The public is welcome 
to go through the orchards, but I have 
requested that no branches be broken 
from the trees and I will have persons 
stationed in the orchards to see that 
there is no vandalism.”

The necessary requirement#* fcr it j 
shall be the recommendation of the 
English departm ent, and a major in
